2. The drawing changes submitted September 27, 2002 have been approved an entered in 
the record. 

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the feature wherein a "first signal 
supplying means for setting at least one pixel block each of which includes at least two data lines 
within the liquid crystal panel to apply data signals having the same polarity to the adjacent 
pixels in a gate line direction within the pixel block; and second signal supplying means for 
applying data signals having a polarity contrary to the adjacent pixels at the left and right sides 
thereof to the pixels within the other pixel areas except for the pixel block area", must be shown 
or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. 
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Specification 



4. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(o). Correction of the 
following is required. 

• Claim 1 recites a method of driving a LCD comprising the step of "allowing the adjacent 
pixels in a gate line direction within the pixel block to respond to data signals having the 
same polarity; and allowing the pixels within the other pixel area except for the pixel block 
to respond to data signals having a polarity contrary to the adjacent pixels to the left and 
right sides thereof 

Based on the language of claim 1, this configuration is not supported in the specification. 

• Claim 5 recites "first signal supplying means for setting at least one pixel block each of 
which includes at least two data lines within the liquid crystal panel to apply data signals 
having the same polarity to the adjacent pixels in a gate line direction within the pixel 
block; and second signal supplying means for applying data signals having a polarity 
contrary to the adjacent pixels at the left and right sides thereof to the pixels within the other 
pixel areas except for the pixel block area" 

Based on the language of claim 1, this configuration is not supported in the specification 

5. Claims 2-4 and 6-9 are objected to in that they are dependent on objected to claims 1 and 
5 respectively.
